We heare a newe motion is made for the renyuing ofthe former Ca- 
pitall lawes, and pecuniary payments, & other penalties, rather charg« 

ing vs with 3 heauicr hand, then caſing vs of our former burdens : we 

heare that men are to pay for their Wiues recuſancy , which in the har-

niations of our aduerſaries,be incenſcd and incited againſt vs your moſi 
faichfull ſubjeRs , who liuing in certayne ſecurity of their owne 1nno- 
cency , and your Maiefties mercy and bounty , labour not by vnquiet 
oppoſitions to contradiQ the falſe informations of our aduers part, but 
only rely vpon the prouidence of God almighties proteftion , & your 
Maeſties, who tanquam Pater patria is and euer hath bcene , the certayne 
ſanQuuary , and common ſupport of all juſt and innocent men . And 
fincethe diſcharge of our minde, canin our poore opinion bring no 
other inconuenience, then light to your reſolutions, in ſuch thinges as 
your Highnes is now to determine of in this preſent Parliament, þ 

the fitteſt time for your 24:eſty to heare the deſires and requeſts of your 
people, and we hauing no other meanes to make them knowne, but by

Yet ſo deſirous weareto give your Maieſtyall poſſible contentment 
and ſatisfaRtion, ſo loath not only to commu, but to conceaue any thin 
that might juſtly offend your Grace,that being by the reaſons aloreſaic 
preſſed to put penneto paper,and to hauerecourſeto your Highnes by

It is euident (DRxzaD SoveR alc ne) that the ſubjets of your 
Maiefties Realmes of Englandand Ireland conſiſt of Catholikes oi} deve 
Paritans, and other ſearies : the Catholkes and Catholikely affeted in this 
Realme, not withſtanding the long perſecutions in the late Queenes 
dayes, were atthe entrance of your Maicſty to this Realme, eſteemed to 
beas many , as any other of the ſaid profeſſions of Religion : and as for

but are profeſled Catholikes, beſides thoſe that are Catholikely afteed. 

And as for the Cathslkes of this Realme, it is well knowne that their 
Anceſtors haue deſerued well of this common wealth both in warre, & 
peace, both at home and abroade, and for their fidelitics , and laudable 
ſeruices haue bin aduanced by your Maicſties progenitors, vader whome 
they lived and ſerued, from whome we hope that in no point we dege- 
nerate; only that which in them was eſteemed the poleſtarre of all their 
vertues (to witte) the Cathohke Religion,is in vs puniſhed for wickednes 
and impiety. | 

This did our Catholike Parents, dignified by your Maieſties Catholike 
progenitors, leaue vs to ſucccede them in:their Riligion towards God; 
their fidelity towards our Princes; & their natiuefreedome in this your 
Realme of England, which we haue loſt of late yeares vnder the Raigne
